2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's clam 
language reads over what is considered to be the closest prior art (Taylor et al.) with regard at 
least to claim limitations directed to "said backing layer comprising at least one fiber-reinforced 
plastic material" and "said ceramic-rich composite body has a hardness of at least about 1 100 
kg/mm2 as measured with a Vickers indenter using a 1 kg load".
